Washington, D. C.—The act which 
provides for government life insurance 
for soldiers and sailors has now been 
in operation a little more than a month. 
The secretary of the treasury announc­ 
ed on Nov. 17th that up to that date 
64,168 applications under the new law 
had been received, representing insur­ 
ance in the sum of $552,093,000. 
From 
four to six thousand applications are 
received each day at the treasury de­ 
partment, the amount of insurance ap­ 
plied for sometimes reaching a total of 
fifty million dollars in a single day. 


The law provides that soldiers, sail­ 
ors, 
marines and nurses in active ser­ 
vice may obtain from the government 
life insurance in amounts not exceeding 
$10,000 at premium rates ranging from 
65 cents a month at the age of 21 years, 
to $1.20 a month at the age of 51 years, 
for each $1000 of insurance. 


One of the primary objects of this 
law is to lessen the tremendous burden 
of pensions which has followed as a 
consequence of all American wars'. 


It is evident that the administration 
of this new branch of government work 
is a big business in itself. But this is 
only one of many government activities 
incident to the war which are adding 
great numbers of clerks, stenographers, 
and other servants to Uncle Sam's pay­ 
roll. Literally thousands, of stenogra­ 
phers airii' typewriters have been ap­ 
pointed in Washington during the past, 
few months and thousands more are to 
be appointed as soon as they are avail­ 
able. 
The United States civil service 
commission is holding examinations for 
these positions weekly throughout the 
country. Secretaries of local boards of 
civil service examiners at the postoffi- 
e'es in all cities are furnishing detailed 
information.

Miss E. M. Lowe, a nurse, who has 
just returned from the war front, and 
is now a resident of Los Angeles, has 
asked to voice her appeal to" the wo­ 
men of America to put forth greater 
efforts to aid our soldiers at the front. 


"England is looking for great help 
from America and I am quite sure that 
she will not be disappointed. But our 
women folk must do their share. There 
is good in our women, but I feel, as 
one of them, that we are so far from 
the war zone that we do not realize 
the tremendous task that is before us 
all. 
The consequence is that we fail 
to realize the awful consequences of 
the war and that the demand is in­ 
creasing for our chances to assist our 
fighting men. 
" I 
would recommend that women, 
who havo the time to spare to go to 
the Red Cross once a week and put 
in an hour or two helping in a neces­ 
sary work. 


" Friends have come to me and told 
me that they had their regular house­ 
hold duties to perform, but our duties 
to our lads on the firing line should 
come first. We should not deal with 
«de issues. 
There is always a way 
to get around our home work and allow 
ourselves a chance to do something for 


•QUI country. 


Many do Nothing 
" I know many splendid women of 
Xos Angeles who are doing the work 
of three persons. On the other hand, 
there are many who do nothing, abso­ 
lutely nothing. I want to try to reach 
those who ought to have the distress 
of the front lines called to their atten­ 
tion. And in this regard, I will ask 
my fellow women to assume that they 
had visited some of the military hospi­ 


tals of—say, .London, where thousands 
of wounded arc brought in by boats 
and trains. If you stood at the door 
of one of the wards you would see a 
nurse passing from bed to bed with her 
dressing carriage, looking carefully at 
each patient and then again at her 
supply of medicines. 
She may have 
a worried look for the poor, wounded 
soldiers are wondering whether they 
shall have the benefit of comfortable 
and clean dressings 


" I t is a question with that nurse 
whether she will have enough dressings 
to go around. Now if you would stop 
to think for awhile you would prob­ 
ably realize that your work might do 
a great deal toward assisting in" re­ 
lieving this 
situation. 
One 
glance 
would assure you that the Canadian 
and English women are doing their 
part.

If they 
will undertake to come forward and 
give more time for the sake of our 
dear boys, thoy surely will have helped 
win the war.'

statement , OTP* to tho responsibility 
for the accident by either party has 
not yet been mado. 


After being thrown violently to the 
asphalt, 
Mr. Vandervort 
was 
taken 
home, where he remained rational, and 
told his family and friends the details 
of. the accident. I t was not until mid­ 
night that he began to bo dangerously 


ill, when it was discovered that he was 
suffering from a basal fracture of the 
skull. He grew rapidly worse, aad died 
at 7:40 yesterday morning.
